S.R.O. 350.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 13 of the National Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (31 of 1948), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1948, 
namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the National Cadet 
Corps (Amendment) Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1948, after rule 38, 
the following rules shall be inserted, namely ;— 

“38-A Suspension.-—(1) The appointing authority or any 
other authority to which it is subordinate or the disciplinary 
authority or any other authority empowered in that behalf 
by the Central ■ Government by general or special order, may 
place an officer under suspension. 

(a) where a disciplinary proceeding against him is con¬ 

templated or is pending; or 

(b) where, in the opinion of the authority aforesaid, Ije 
has engaged himself in activities prejudicial to the 
Interest or security of the State; or 

(c) where a case against him in respect of any criminal 
offence is under investigation, inquiry or trial. 

(2) An officer shall be deemed to have been placed under 
suspension by an order of the authority referred to in sub- 
rule (1) above with effect from :— 

(a) the date of his detention, if he is detained in cus¬ 
tody, whether on a criminal charge or otherwise, 
for a period exceeding forty-eight hours; , 

(b) the date of his conviction for an offence, if he is 

sentenced to a term of imprisonment exceeding 
forty-eight hours and is not forthwith dismissed or 
removed or compulsorily retired from service con¬ 
sequent to such conviction. 

(3) During the period of suspension the officer should not 
leave his headquarters except with the permission of the 
authority which has suspended him. 

(4) An order of suspension made or deemed to have been 
made under this rule shall continue to remain in force until 
it is modified or revoked by the competent authority”. 

38-B. Subsistence Allowance.—An Officer placed under 
suspension or deemed to have be,_a placed under suspension 
is entitled to a subsistence allowance, upto the first three 
months of the period of suspension, at an amount equal to 
the leave salary which he would have drawn if he had been 
on leave on half average pay or half pay. It is mandatory 
for the authority competent to suspend the officer to review 
the quantum of subsistence allowance for any period exceed¬ 
ing three months well before the expiry of the first three 
months period of suspension as follows :—^ 

(a) if in the opinion of the competent authority the 
period of suspension has been prolonged not directly 
attributable to the suspended officer, for reasons to 
be recorded in writing, increase the subsistence 
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allowance by a suitable amount not exceeding 50 
percent of the initial subsistence allowance; or 

(b) if, in the opinion of the competent authority the 
period of suspension has been prolonged directly 
attributable to the suspended officer, for reasons to 
be recorded in writins, decrease the subsistence 
allowance by a usitable amount not exceet'ing 50 
percent of the initial subsistence allowance 

(c) The payment of subsistence allowance to a suspend¬ 
ed officer shall be subject to the production of a 
certificate by him every month to the effect that 
he was not engaged in any other remuneration job 
during that period. 

(d) The competent authority may carry out the second 
or subsequent reviews of the subsistence allowance 
■ at any time at its discretion and shall be compe¬ 
tent to increase or decrea-se the rate of subsistence 
allowance, for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
Upfo 50 per cent of the amount of subsistence allow¬ 
ance initial granted, according to the circumstances 
of each case.

S.R.O. 365.—In exercise of the powers conferred by prcK 
\iso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the Class IV Civilians (Defence Service) Recruitment 
Rules, 1969, except tts respects things dons or omitted to 
be done before such supersession, the prc.sidcat hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit¬ 
ment to Croup ‘D’ Non-lhdustrinl posts in the Indian Ah' 
Force, namely;— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
be called the Indian Air Force Group ‘D’ Non-Industrial 
posts Recruitment Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in flie Ollicial Ciazclte. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of said posts, their classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica¬ 
tions etc,—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifica¬ 
tions and other niattcrs, related to the said posts, shall be 
as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the Schedule. 


4. Diqualification.—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(h) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any jwrson, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax,—^Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons, 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these niles shall affect reserva¬ 
tions, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to bo provided for the Scheduled Castes, the scheduled 
Tribes Ex-Servicemen and other special categories of per¬ 
sons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time, in this regard.
